In this way the 
early comers were well handled. The 
immense auditorium with its tiers of 
balconies and galleries rising to the 
height of the great glass-covered roof 
began to fill up so Quickly that the 
ushers and policemen had difficulty in 
adhering to the seating arrangements. 
It was a gay-spirited, 
good-natured 


audience, which had a cheer on the 
tongue for everyone. 
As the crowd 


continued to gather the cheering in- 
greased in volume. There were calls 
and counter calls from the various 
State 
delegations. 
The ' Nebraska 


Bryan's Home Folks" arrived

Jiddy and were given seats jUst back 
of the speaker s stand.

of Newark, sustained damage to tha 
amount of ?200. The chimney of the 
Methodist church was wrecked and 
part of the roof blown off. Charles 
Gei?er, northwest of Summit, says 
$100

dence. A new slaughter house built 
by Mrs. Long was blown off its foun- 
dation.

Most of the farm- 
ers are unable to raise this season, 
more than enough to keep their own 
fam:lk-s supplied and there will be 
no suiplus for the markets or next 
year's seeding. The plight of the poor 
labo;ers is much worse.

them, unable to find employment, are 
already on the Terge of starvation.

The policy of the trust 
magnates will be. to insist upon "reason- 
able legislation." a^fl then they will rely 
upon their power ip corrupt legislators 
and intimidate executives to prevent tli3 
application nf any remedies which would 
interfere with the' trusts. Our motto 
must be: "A private monopoly is inde- 
fensible and intolerable." and our plan 
of attack must contemplate the total and 
complete overthrow 
of 
the 
monopoly 


prinriple in industiy. 


TVe need not quarrel over remedi ?. 


We must show ourselves willing to sup- 
port any remedy which promises sub- 
stantial advantages to the people in their 
warfare against monopoly. Something is 
to be expected from the enforcement of 
the crimiral clause of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. but this law must be enforced 
not against a few trusts as at present, 
hut against all trusts, and the aim must 
be to imprison the guilty, not merely »o 
recover a fire. But it is not sufnci"..i 
to enforce existing laws. 
If jo corpora- 


tions couspirine: together in restrai-it of 
trade aie threatened with purishment. all 
they have to do now is to dissolve their 
s-eparate corporations and turn 
their 


property ove'- to a new corporation. Tlie 
•le-w- corrioratic!-, can proceed to do tha 
Mnir tii.ng that the serdrat" corporatinn 
ntt-smpted. and yet not vinl-->!e the law. 
TVe need, therefore, new legislation ar»fl. 
t«i Republican party not only fails to ei»- 
ACt such legislation, but fails even to

Tariff Reform. 


There never was a tirr-e when tarif? r-s- 


form could be more easily entered upon, 
for the manufacturers, by selling abr iad 
cheaper than at home, as many of them 
do. have not only shown their ingra'itudc 
toward those who built the tariff waii for 
them, but they have demonstrated their 
ability to sell in competition with the 
world. The high tariff has long b-ian a 
burden to fhe consumers in the United 
States, and it is growing more and more 
a menace to our foreign commerce. 


The railroad question is also inter- 


woven with the trust question. 
all the private monopolies have received 
rebates or secured other advantages over 
competitors. Absolute equality of treat- 
ment at the hands of the railroads would 
go far toward crippling flie trusts, and I 
rejoice that the president has had the 
courage to press the question upon con- 
gress. "While the law. as it was finally 
distorted by the senate, is not all that 
could be wished, it deserves a fair trial. 
Rate legislation was absolutely necessary 
and it furnishes some relief from the un- 
bearable conditions wh'ich previously ex- 
isted: but we must not forget that the 
vesting of this enormous power in the 
hands of the commission appointed by 
the president introduces a new danger. 
If an appointive board has the power to 
fix rates and can. by the exercise of that 
power, increase or decrease by hundre 
of millions of dollars the annual revenu 
of the railroads, will not the railroads 
feel that they have a large pecuniary in- 
terest in the election of a 
president 


friendly to the railroads? 


I have already reached the conclusion 
lhat railroads partak? so much of ths na- 
ture of a monopoly that they must ulti- 
mately become public property, and b'e 
managed by public officials in the inter- 
tst of the whole community, in accord- 
ance wilh the well defined theory that 
public ownership Is necessary 
where 


competition is impossible. I do not know 
that a majority nf my own party favor 
It, liut I believe that an increasing num- 
ber of the members of all parties Fee in 
public ownership the sure remedy for di=- 
crtalnations between persons and poli- 
tlca, 3nd for the extortionate rates t- 
th» carrying of freight and Dassersers".

The moment an 
Industry approaches the position of •> mo- 
nopoly It bedins to lose In economic pfll- 
clenoj'. for a monopoly discourages In- 
vention, Invites deterioration In quality, 
and destroys a most p'otent factor In pro- 
duction, viz: Individual ambition. 


Socialism presents a consistent theory, 


but a theory which" In my judgment does 
not take human nature into account. J!s 
strength is In Its attack «*ipon evils, the 
existence of which is confessed. lt» weak- 
ness is that it would substitute a new 
disease—if not a worse one—for the dis- 
ease from which we suffer. 
The Social- 


ist is honest In the belief that he has a 
remedy for human ills, and he must be 
answered with argument, not with abuse. 
The best way to oppose Socialism is to 
remedy the abuses which have grown up 
under individualism, But which are not a 
necessary part of individualism, and the 
sooner the remedy is applied the better. 
As I was leaving home I set fortli, my 
reasons for opposing the Socialist doc- 
trine that the government should own 
and operate all the means of production 
and transportation: my observations dur- 
ing the past year have strengthened my 
convictions on that subject. 
Because I 


am anxious to preserve individualism, I 
am earnest in my desire to see the trusts 
exterminated root and branch, that the 
door of opportunity may be open to every 
American citizen. 


Evils of Plutocracy. 


But at this time I desire to center vour 


thoughts upoa the overshadowing evil of 
the day—the trust—with the plutocratic 
terdencies that result therefrom. It de- 
mands a remedy, and the people are pre- 
pared to administer 
heroic 
treatment. 


The Democratic party offers a solution 
Which is both reasonable and adequate— 
a solution in which time honored princi- 
ples are applied to new conditions. 


The Democratic party is not the enemy 


of property or of property rights: it is. 
On the contrary, the best defender of 
both, because it defends human rights, 
and human rights are the only foundation 
upon which property and property rights 
can rest securely:" The Democratic party 
does not menace a single dollar legiti- 
mately accumulated; on the contrary it 
insists upon the protection of rich and 
poor alike in the enjoyment of that which 
they have honestly earned. The Demo- 
cratic party does not discourage thrift, 
but on the contrary stimulates each in- 
dividual to the highest endeavor by as- 
suring him that he will not be deprived 
of the fruits of his toil. If we can but 
repeal the laws which enable men to reap 
•where they have not sown—laws which 
enable them to garner into their over- 
flowing barns the harvests that belong to 
others—no one will be able to accumulate 
enough to make his fortune dangerous to 
the country. 
Special privilege and the 


use of taxing power for private gain— 
these are the twin pillars upon which 
plutocracy rests. To take away these 
supports and to elevate the beneficiaries 
of special legislation to the path of'hon- 
est effort ought to be the purpose of our 
party. 


And who can suffer injury by just tax- 


ation, impartial laws and^he application 
of the JefCersonian 
doctrine 
of 
equal 


rights to all and special privileges to 
none? 
Only those w'hose accumulations 


are stained with- dishonesty and whose 
immoral methods have given them a dis- 
torted view of business, society and gov- 
ernment. 
Accumulating by 
conscious j 


fraud more money than they can profit- 
ably use upon themselves, wisely distrib- 
uted, or safely leave to their childroti, 
these denounce as public enemies all who 
question their methods or throw a light 
upon their crimes. 


Plutocracy is abhorent to a republic: 


It is more despotic than monarchy. 
It 
preys upon the nation in time of peace, 
and conspires against it in the hour of its 
calamity. 
Conscienceless, 
compassion- 
less and devoid of w-isdom. It enervates 
its votaries while it impoverishes its vic- 
tims. It is already sapping the strength 
of the nation, vulgarizing social life and 
making a mockery of morals. The time 
is ripe for its overthrow. Let us attack 
it boldly, making our appeal to the awak- 
ened conscience of the nation 
in the 


name of the homes which it has defiled, 
In the name of business honor which it 
has sullied, in the name of the people 
whom it has oppressed, in the name of 
the homes which it has despoiled, and in 
the name of —'tigion. ttpon which it has 
placed the stlg/na of hypocrisy. 


And. if I may be permitted to suggest 
a battle hymn, I piopose a stanza, but 
slightly chansed, from one of the Strong- 
est of the poems of Scotland's grea^ dem- 
ocratic bard:

Columbia, my dear, my native soil. 


For whom ay warmest wish to heaven 
is sent.

Havana, Aug. 31.—Reports received 


from Manicaragua, in the tobacco d|s.- 
trict of Santa Clara province, snow 
that there is great alarm among the 
people there, who are fleeing from 
the cities on account of the growth of 
the insurgent forces. Insurrection- 
ists are scouring the country and seiz- 
ing all the horses and cattle that can 
be found. On Monday there were 500 
insurgents camped outside of Mani- 
caragua and by Tuesday the number 
had increased to 1,000, considerable 
additions having been received in the 
succeeding two days. At first the in- 
surgents did not interfere with Am'eri.- 
can property, but later all animals 
were taken from the plantations of 
Kaffenburg & Sons and 
the 
MTani- 


caragua Tobacco company of Boston. 
The Constancia Sugar company, 
an 


American corporation having a plan- 
tation near Cienfuegos, Has filed a 
claim against the government for 
damages for livestock taken and prop- 
'erty injured. The state department 
has conferred with Consul

Steinhart regarding the matter.

tween 150 rural guards and •volunteers 
and an insurgent band, estimated to 
number 300. near Campo Flordo, 70 
miles east of Havana. An American 
who witnessed the fighting Bays -the 
firing was continuous but'! scattering 
and there was no volleying. 'Affer 
two hours of this fightingrthe com- 
batants came closer together antJ final- 
ly the rural guards and volunteers 
made a fine charge up a bill, 'rooting 
the insurgents, who retreaterf ami dis- 
persed.
